The men arrested gave the names of 


Buck Allen and Bob Ford, and said they 
were from Minneapolis. Deputy Sheriff 
Hub Freisinger was shot in the lett 
arm and Ford in the arm. 
Neither is 


seriously hurt. 


Sheriff Felix of Morrison county was 


notified that a car going at high speed 
was headed for Little Falls. He inter- 
cepted the su«i-ec'ts' Machine and when 
they lefused to stop, opened fire, which 
was returned. 
Allen and Ford are be- 


ing held without charge landing fur- 
ther investigation. 


Federal and state authorities today 


were searching for the bandit who held 
up three clerks 
on the mail car of 


train No. 2. eastbound north coast lim- 
ited on the Northern Pacific railroad, 
shot and perhaps fatally wounded one 
man. and escaped with registered mail 
unofficially estimated at several hun 
dred thousand dollars last night. 


C E Strong, 52, of Minneapolis, a 


veteran in the railway mail service, was 
shot three times when he attempted to 
frustrate the robbery by throwing an 
iron bar at the bandit. His condition 
early todav was sud to be critical with 
but little chance of recovery. 
The bandit bou-ded the train at St. 


Cloud Minn , the last stop before reach- 
ing Minneapolis, G5 miles awa>. He pie 
sented a pass, believed to have been 
forged, and entered the mail car. He 
conversed with Strong and his assistants 
until the train pnssed through Baileys, 
35 miles from here, when he pulled a 
gun.

bind his fellow clerks with wire Strong 
resisted and was shot.
